INTRODUCTION 


Until now the genus Chalybion Dahlbom, 1843 (Hymenoptera: Sphecidae) was unknown 
in Russia (Nemkov, 2009; Pulawski, 2010). One species of this genus was found in West 
Siberia. 

NEW RECORD 


Chalybion turanicum (Gussakovskij, 1935) 

MATERIAL. Russia: Altaiskiy krai, 51°20'061"N, 82°10'327"E, 25 km SSW Kuria, 
Kolyvan I, feather-grass steppe, 454 m above sea level, 5.VII 2010, 2? (R.T. Baghirov). 

DISTRIBUTION. Russia: West Siberia (first record). Turkmenistan, Uzbekistan, 
Tajikistan, Kazakhstan, Iran. 

NOTES. The nests of Ch. turanicum are situated in the hollow stems, in the prepared 
cavities in the wood, and in the old mud nests of other wasps. Females kill or paralyze the 
victims (spiders of the families Theridiidae, Lycosidae, and Thomisidae). 
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
